Section 4 refers to the duty of lo- 
cal.authorities on, the strengthening of 
basements for public shelters, and the 
powers conferred on them. 

Leafiets explaining the Act are now 
being sent to all authorities, to occu- 
piers of factories, and’ to owners - of 
commercial buildings.

“TANG” IN TOBACCO 


“The whole future of the banana in- 
dustry of Jamaica,” it is recorded, is 
threatened by an outbreak of a fungal 
disease known as “leaf spot,” or Siga- 
toka disease (caused by Cercosnora 
Musae), which began in a-small ‘way 
in 1986. By the beginning of 1937 it 
had increased in intensity The Com- 
mittee recommend a grant of £85,000 
to help to meet the cost of a new Divi- 
sion of the Department of Agricul- 
ture created to fight the disease.

BETTER COFFEE ~- 
‘Another free grant of 223,000 .will 
assist research into coffee-growing in 
Tanganyika. Tanganyika coffee is of 
high quality and so far its markets 
have not suffered by over-production 
of the lower coffee grades. 


“It is important, however,” the re- 
port states, “if it is to maintain its 
markets, that no opportunity should 
be neglected to improve still further 
the class of coffee .produced.” 

During the 10 years since the insti- 
tution of the Colonial Development 
Fund a sum of close on 28,000,000 
has been approved for the assistance 
of Colonies. For the year 1938-39 
covered by the report ‘the Advisory 
Committee has recommended _ that 
£625,116 should be contributed to- 
wards various schemes . for fighting 
plant and animal disense, The total 
cost of these schemes is estimated at

; Shanghai, To-day. . 
The population in the Japanese— 
controlled area of Shanghai, including 
Hongkew, Yangtsepoo and - Chapei, 
has taken an immense upward jump 
as a result of the vastly increased cost 
of living in the International Settle- 
ment and the French Concession. 
The latest census compiled by the 
Japanese-sponsored municipal author- 
ities, who nominally control the occu- 
pied areas outside the two foreign 
zones, shows a ‘population of 1,007,— 
105 people, or an increase of about 
0,000 over the figure a month ago. 


In view of the fact that thousands 
of Chinese continue to move out of 
the foreign areas, the Japanese-run 
regime is reported to be considering a 
request to the French authorities: to 
re-open the iron gates separating the 
Concession from Nantao, the Chinese 
area adjoining the Concession, so that 
former residents of the Chines: dis- 
trict may return to their homes with 
the minimum amount of difficulty. 

In normal times the gates are al- 
ways open, but since the beginning of 
the hostilities here in 1937 they have 
been closed.—Reuter.

There are of course various solid 
brilliantines: which, if applied to the 
bristles of the brush, will give dry 
hair an artificial gloss which is very 
effective. 


If you are a natural blonde, but not 
as light as you desire to be, do not 
resort to artificial bleaches. Use 
harmless lemon rinses, weak henna 
formulas, and such, to keep the glints 
in your hair. Many a woman has 
wept after her hair has been artifi- 
cially dyed or bleached and it takes 
months for new hair to grow out!

The first 500 of the 20-year-old 
militiamen who have chosen ser- 
vice at sea have now been ‘called 

. Up. They reported on Aug. 16 at 

the Royal Naval Barracks, Devon- . 

port, for their slx months’ train- 

ing’ writes Hector C. Bywater, 

“Daily Telegraph” Naval Corres- 
~ pondent.' ae : 

How the Navy proposes to absorb 
and train these young men was C€x- 
plained on high authority. 

The ‘Act provides that those who ex- 
press a preference for naval service 
may be given an opportunity of serv- 
ing with the Fleet, subject to person- 
al suitability and the number of va- 
cancies. Since registration began 
19,000 men have opted for the Navy. 
This, however, is a far larger number 
than can be accepted, and it is estim- 
ated that not more than 12,000 can 
be entered in any one year. 

The first batch“of 500 will be the 
pioneers of the Royal Naval ' Special 
Reserve, which, in four years’ time, is 
expected to muster a strength of 48,- 


1000. The average annual intake will 


be 12,000, divided into two groups. 
LOVE OF THE SEA 


Men already following the sea in 
one capacity or another will constitute 
the first group, numbering 5,000. The 
second group will comprise civilians 
who through special qualifications or 
a genuine love for sea life are likely 
to become promising sailors. Their 
number will average 7,000. 

Men in the first group will form 
the backbone of the fighting per- 
sonnel In the Merchant Navy in 
time of war, and will not be 
drafted to H.M. Fleet unless some 
special contingency arises. * They 
wilt be specialty trained In gun- 
nery, visual signalling, and the 
operation of the defensive gear 
with which all important mer- 
chant vessels: under British co- 

- fours are to be equipped in ar 
emergency. - 

Men in this group are to be regis- 
tered and enrolled in the Royal Naval 


Special Reserve by the Registrar-- 


General of Shipping, who has offices 


in every important port in the King- | 


dom. 
FULL PRESSURE 


"Men in the second group will be 
liable. for . general service in the 
Navy, either with the Home or the 
Reserve Fleet. ; 

As‘the existing naval training es~- 
tablishments are already working at 
full pressure owing to the, great in- 
crease in regular personnel, the Ad- 
miralty is- building. two main train- 
ing centres for the RN.S.R. One, at 
Trevol, near Devonport, will accom- 
modate 2,000 men exclusive of the 
staff; the other, at ‘Fareham, Hants, 


will take 1,950. These puildings, due 


to be completed in February, are of 


the standard army type—wooden huts 
on brick piers. Every effort is being 


‘made to provide aménities and re- 


creational facilities. 

Yet a third centre is to be provid- 
ed at Port Edgar, on the Firth of 
Forth. To this depot will go all en- 
tries from the fishing fleets, . alike 
from’ English and Scottish ports, to 
receive special training in patrol ser~ 
vice, such: as minesweeping, anti-sub- 


marine work, and ‘the. inspection and 


examination of merchant ships.

sake, don't drink it!” 

It was a. young woman, living in 
Woodstock, Ontario, who  shieked 
these words. ,To add to the terror of it 
they ‘came from her lips while she ap- 
peared to be in a sound sleep. She 
awoke, trembling and frightened. She 
told’ her family she had just had a ter- 
rible dream. She was looking ‘in the 
doorway of a home and saw her re- 
lative, the late Tyrell Tilford, seated 
at the breakfast table. A cup of hot 
coffee was before him. While his at- 
tention was distracted a woman had 
silently entered.and poured a quantity 
of white powder into his coffee cup. 
It was when he lifted the cup to his 
lips that the dreamer had let. out the 
shrieks which wakened her. 

The curious part of it was that her 
relative, Tyrell Tilford, had been dead 
and buried for weeks. He had died 
mysteriously,. but a doctor had furn- 
ished a death certificate? testifying 
that he had passed away from na- 
tural causes. Yet this nightmare had 
the effect of reviving suspicions which 
had tormented brothers and sisters of 
Tilford ever since he had been bur- 
ied. 13 

It was the intense realism of the 

dream that made it so impressive. The 
girl said the tragic scene was as real 
as if she had actually been present. 
_ As a result a formal application was 
made asking that the body-be exhum- 
ed and examined. Mrs. Elizabeth Til- 
ford, the widow, was naturally annoy- 
ed at such a proceeding, particularly 
as the application had been made 
without her. knowledge.
